All Is Over in Two Minutes. 

The storm appeared suddenly a little be-

almost 200 cottages, raged two brick stores to 
the ground, and blown down innumerable 
outbuildings. The tornado’s fury was con- 
fined to the outskirts of the city, the main 
business and ‘residence portion not being 
touched. Torrents of rain accempanied the 
wind, but within jave minutes after its first 
onslaught the sun was shining upon a scene 
of fearfuldesolation.

The 
storm spared the Pacolet factory, but entirely 
demolished a hundred of its cottages stand- 
ing near and tenanted by its operatives. Here 
the fatalities were greatest, upwards of thir- 
ty-five persons being buried in the ruins of 
the cottages. Bodies were blown hundreds 
of yards, and many of them when picked up 
bore no semblance to humanity. —

How Discovery Was Made. 

The swearing out of the warrants was the 
result of the detective work of J. L. Lait 
‘and Col. Daniel Moriarty of the election 
commissioner’s office. In the morning Lait 
heard that repeaters were working in the 
Bighteenth ward. The ward is controlled 
by Ald. Brennan. Lait went to the alder- 
man’s saloon in the guise of a tramp and 
had not loitered around the place long when 
he was accosted, he says, by a man. 
“Wilh you go through?” the stranger 
asked, according to Lait’s story. 
Yes, if there is anything in it," wae Leit's 
answer. < 

It was steak, Lait says, that halfa dollar 
would be given for a vote according to the . 
orders of the “ steerer,”’ who was afterward 
identified as Kent. Lait Says Kent gave him 
full instructions how to vote; that his name 
should be William Flyson, 24 years of age, 
last registered from: 887 Clark street, and 
removed to 91 Desplaines street. 


Marks Ballot for Him. 
The “voter” went to the polling place. 
The three judges and two clerks were at 
their places. Lait was asked his name and 
was. passed in perfunctory manner to the 
booth. He was not trusted, however, to 
mark the ballot. 
Another man now appeared, it is sald, and 
escorted the supposed tramp into the booth,

Just how the ballot was marked Lait could 
not see. What he made out wags that most

On leaving the polling place Lait hastened 
to the office of the election commissioners in 
the city hall and laid the facts before them.

“**Did he ask you to become his in- 
structor?’ The stranger admitted Lait had 
not. No pretense was made tRat there was 
any legal excuse in this cage., 

Besides myself, other interested wit- 
nesses were planted so as to see the whole 
transaction. But there seemed to be a feel- 
ing 6f absolute security on the part of the 
men jn control of the voting place.  Per- 
haps the fact that Ald. Brennan was present 
while the voting was going on is an ex- 
planation.” 

Election Board Acts Promptly. 

As soon as the commissioners could get 
their evidence together In the evening af- 
fidavite were drawn up covering all the day's 
unusual doings. Assistant State’s Attorney 
Olson was called in conference with Attor- 
ney Wheelock of the board. Judge Carter 
talked the case over with the attorneys at 
great length, and it was determined that 
immediate action was imperative. Lait 
signed complaints in all the cases, an@d Judge 
Carter issued the warrants, 

Kent was in the rooms of the board at the 
time, where he is employed temporarily as a 
clerk. He had been absent all day with 
most of the other employés. He was called 
in before the attorneys and Judge Carter. 

' “ Did you ever see this man before?” Lait 
was asked. 


“Yes, today, morning and afternoon, in 
Brennan’s saloon.” Lait said that Kent 
had a long list of names which he consulted 
often as prospective repeaters were brought 
in. A name would be gelected and the yoter 
given a slip of paper bearing the details of 
the career of the man whom he was to im- 
personate. Lait still had the slip given him 
by Kent. 


Board Has Other Witnesses. 
More witnesses wers found, whose names 
‘the prosecuting attorneys would not dis- 
close. 

“We have a man who will testify that he 
saw from fifteen to twenty men leave Bren- 
nan’s saloon, after being given instructions 
from Kent, end go ‘straight to the polling 
place,” Mr. Olson said.

Justice Harlan Declares Decision 
Gives. Republic Powers 
of an Empire.

The United States Supreme court masa 
lon by Justice Brown today decided the case 
of the Territory of Hawali vs. Osaki Mar 


| kichi, a Japanese who was convicted of mas, 


slaughter and sentenced to twenty Yeary 
imprisonment in Hawaii under the laws of 
the old Hawaiian republic, adversely the 
claim of the prisoner that his conviction wag 
illegal and invalid. 

The conviction took place between the dats 
ot the adoption of the congressional 
tion of annexation of 1898 and 1900, the dais 
of the act creating the territory of Hawai 
Mankichi was found guilty without the as. 
tion of a grand jury and by a majority vote 
of the trial jury. 

The court held that the annexation 
tion did mot abolish the law of criminal 
cedure in Hawaii, and that the old law undas 
which Mankichi was convicted remained 
force, even though contrary to the constite. 
tion of the United States. 

Today’s décision was sharply criticised i; 
dissenting opinions by the chief justice and 
Justice Harlan, in which Justi¢es Brewer 
and Peckham concurred. Justice 'Whiteals 
presented an fndividual opinion, but oes.’ 
curred in the result. | 

Denounced by Justice Harlan, 

In his dissenting opinion Justice Hikes 
said that under the majority's opiniongm. 
gress could keep in force the Hawaiian 
relating to criminal matters even though fh 
direct conflict with the provisions of our ow, 
constitution. This, he said, assumed the pos- 
session of power of congress quite as om. 
nipotent as that of the Hnglish parliament 

“The opinion of the cour,” he continued, 
“would mean that the United States may 
acquire territory by cession, conquest, or 
treaty, and that congress may exercise gov. 
ereign dominion over it, outside of and in 
violation of the constitution, and unde? regu. 
lations that could not be applied to the om 
ganized territories of the United States and 
their inhabitants.” :

One St. Louis Man Killed and 
Another Injured in Clark 

Street Accident. 


TWO HURT AT CROSSING. 


South Chicago Car Jumps Track 
_- and Tips Over, Four Passen- 
gers Receiving Wounds. 


Confused by the two long lines of swiftly 
moving trolley cars, two men, strangers in 
Chicago, were run down in Clark street near 
Polk last evening. One died within an hour. 
The other is at the county hospital in a 
serious condition.

The men injured are: 

McCARTHY, J. L., 85 years North Dalton, 
Ga., visiting in Chicago from St. Louis, Mo.;

Finnegan, Patrick, 5$ years old, 1121 South Sixth 
Street, St. Louis, Mo.; taken the County 
hospital unconscious; four ribs on the left side and 
left collar bone broken; condition serious. 

Step Directly in Car’s Path. ° 

The accident happened shortly before 6 
o’clock, when trolley cars were passing every 
few seconds. McCarthy and Finnegan at- 
tempted to cross Clark street from the west. 
They waited for a southbound car to pass, 
and, stepping out from behind it, walked 
squarely in front of a northbound car. 

The motorman, J. L. McBride, scarcely 
had time to apply the brake before the men 
Were struck. They were thrown back on 
the south track and in an instant a third 
car had ground them under its wheels. 

Both cars were stopped and the crews and 
passengers ran to drag the victims from un- 
der the car.

Two Trolley Cars Collide.

DOCTOR CALLED TOATTEND — | 
A BURGLAR HE HAD SHOT. | 


‘Finds Fatally Wounded Man Is Robber 
He Found Entering His House—Rob- 
ber Confesses Before End Comes. 


Cleveland, O., June 1,—[Special.)—Dr. 
Maurice D. Stepp, who lives at the corner 
of Minnesota and St. Clair streets, had the | 
novel experience of being called early this 
morning to attend in a professional way a 
man whom he had shot and fatally wounded 
as a burgiar a few hours before. The burglar 
later died. 

Dr. Stepp was awakened soor after 12} 
o'clock last night by a noise at the base- 
ment door beneath his bedroom window. 
He arose and went to the window, revolver 
in hand. While he was peering out into 
the darkness a match was struck outside the 
window and Dr. Stepp saw two men trying 
to get into the basément through a window, 
Waiting to satisfy himself that they were 
burglars, the doctor determined to shoot 
at them. | 

Burglar Shot, but Gets Away. — 

The window was raised and one of the men 
had started to enter it when the doctor fired. 
He saw the man fall and then scramble to 
his feet again, and he watched them go down 
the street. He did not know at the time 
that he had inflicted a mortal wound upon 
the burghar. He returned to bed and went to 


sleep. 

At 6 o’clock this morning Dr. Stepp was 
aroused by a Call. He was asked to go toa 
boarding house at 68 Alabama street to at- 
tend a man who was said to be lll. Arriving 
there, he found the man suffering from 4 
‘bullet wound In the side. Upon examininng 
the patient Dr. Stepp found that he was mor- 
tally wounded. He told the man he would 
have to die, ahd asked him if he was not the 
burglar who had been shot earlier in the 
night. The dying man admitted the fact. 
He then relapsed into unconsciousness and 

Learns Name of Victim. 

Dr. Stepp ascertained that the dead man’s 
name was Stephen Miller.. He was a for- 
eigner, and had been in this country but a 
short time. He and his com boarded 
at the house where Miller died. Miller was 
29 years of age, and had been employed in 
the Lake Shore shops. He had a wife and 
three children in Germany. 

Dr. Stepp is a young man. He is visiting 
surgeon at three local hospitals. He also is 
a member of the Cleveland Rifle and Revolver 
club, and ‘a shot.

‘LESSON OF THE KANSAS FLOODS, 
Later dispatches from Topeka bring the | 


gratifying intelligence that the reports of |. 
fatalities by flood and fire have been great- | - 


ly exaggerated and that the total loss of 
life at that point probably will not exceed 
forty. Even with this gratifying de- 
crease in fatality the situation is suffi- 
ciently deplorable. .A large number of peo- 
ple have lost their household property aud 
some their homes. The financial losses not 
alone at Topeka but at Kansas City, Ar- 
mourdale, Des Moines, Lincoln, Beatrice, 
and other places and the damage to the 
growing crops probably -will reach nearly 
$20,000,000. This sum undoubtedly will 
be increased hy floods in the lower Mis- 


‘gouri and the Mississippi which are now 


impending. The weather bureau reports 
that the conditions continue dangerous, and 


that “all flood records since the year 1844, 


when the district was sparsely settled, 
have been surpassed by the floods of the 
last week in the Missourivalley.” 

Such is the situation, such are the re- 
sults of the sudden overflow of ordinarily 
harmless little creeks and rivers, called 
upon to carry away an immense. volume 
of water caused by heavy rains over a 
large area of country—a demand which 
has transformed the shallow Kausas river, 
normally about half a mile wide, into a 
raging flood five miles in width. What is 
the lesson? Clearly this, that those who 
dwell by these rivers and do. business in 
their vicinity should do all in their power 
to make their position as secure as possi- 
ble against this always menacing danger. 
It is a danger which “ comes like a thief 
in the night.” Last spring, for instance, 
Des Moines was flooded and thousands of 
dollars’ worth of damage done. Its people 
argued that they would be exempt this 
spring,, and suddenly their situation is 
even worse. It is the same forgetfulness of 
danger that characterized the dwellers at 


the base of Mont Pelee, the same false 


sense of security that cost the people of 
Galveston such a terrible lesson. The lat- 
ter, however, have heeded the lesson and 


‘have builded stronger than ever before and 


erected better barriers against the fury of 
the sea. So it should be with the dwellers 
on the banks of rivers which ‘it is known 
may overflow any spring—what spring no 
one can foresee, It is folly always td ex- 
pect a season of drought to follow a sea- 
son of rain. It is wiser always to be ready 
for what may happen; to build the strong- 
est bridges and the stoutest dikes, and to 
employ the most skillful engineers to de- 
vise plans of protection against these floods, 
or at least to reduce their destructiveness 
to the minimum. This may cost a large

they occupied a suite of rooms on the fourth 
floor. 


. Their reason for declining to rent a house 


and for remaining at the hotel was that the 
king wished to be ready at any moment to 
respond to the summons of his former sub- 
jects to return to Naples and to resume his 
sovereignty over them. He explained that 
if he settled down in a house of his own at 
Paris and gave people the impression that 
he was going to live there-permanently, it 
would discourage. those in Italy who had 
remained true to his cause, besides showing 
a lack of confidence in their determination 
to bring<him into own again. 


And there King Francis and his consort 


waited and waited for the summons that 


never came, living quietly and devoting a 
deal of their money to the support of 
those of their followers who were in strait- 
ened circumstances. King Francis died a 
few years ago without leaving any issue, his 
only child, a little girl; having died during 
his residence at Rome. About the same time 
his widow inherited a considerable fortune 
from her mother, the Duchess Ludovica 
of Bavaria, and after some delay the queen 
de up her mind to quit the hotel which 
had been her home for something like thirty 
years, and to at length build herself a house 
of her own. 

Like her sister, the late Empress Eliza- 
beth of Austria, and the duchess of Alencon, 
who perished in. the charity bazaar fire, 
she is as passionately devoted to horses as 
her husband was averse to them, and for at 
least two decades was one of the most con- 
spicuous -figures on the French turf, racing 
under the name of Count Isola. She has now, 
however, broken up her racing stable. and 
at°62 years of age is seldom seen in the 
saddle.

And now the English courts have just given 
judgment in favor of the well known Prussian 
nobleman and sportsman, Count Fuerster- 
burg, against Prince Hatzfeldt, condemning 
the latter to refund a sum of about $40,000 
sti owing to the count for money advanced 
and bills backed. During the course of the 


|} proceedings Prince Hatzfeldt was compelled 


to admit that Count Fuerstenburg had lent 
him money and backed bills for him to the 
extent of close upon $200,000, most of which 
he,-Hatzfeldt, had repaid since his marriage. 
The prince gave as an excuse for not refund- 
ing the $40000 for which he was sued the 
fact that there was due something to him 
by the count in connection with the running 
of certain horses: This was, however, ridi- 
culed in court, the count being able to show 
that he did not owe the prince a cent, and 
had never in his life owed him anything save 
small sums won at bezique and invariably 
paid within the limit of time. 

Had Prince Hatzfelat restricted his 
financial dealings to tradesmen, to profes- 
sional money lenders, etc., his debts would 
not have affected his social position, either 
in Germany or in England. But it is just 
because of the fact that a considerableé por- 
tion of his creditors are former fellow- 
officers, friends, and fellow-clubmen, who 
assisted him in his difficv'ties, and whom he 
then treated shabbily, that his social posi- 
tion in Germany, and likewise to a great 
measure in England, is so far from being a 
pleasant one. or in keeping with the station 
and the rank of his family.

HABEAS CORPUS. - 


| British Promoter Is Likewise Refused 


Release on Bonds Pending His Re- 
moval to Engliand—Highest Tribu- 
mal Finds That Offense Charged 
Against Manager of London and 
Globe Corporations Is Within the 
Treaty Provisions. ~ 


Washineton, D. C., June 1.—The United 
States Supreme court ‘today refused to grant. 
a writ of habeas corpus in the case of Whit- 
aker Wright, the financial operator, who is 
in custody in New York awaiting extradt- 
tion on charges of fraud made in England. 
The opinion affirms the decision of the 
United States Circuit court for the southern 
district of New York, which held that the 
crime alleged against Wright is an extra- 
ditable offense under the terms of the treaty 


between the United States and Great Britain. | 


Wright is in the custody of Marshal Hen- 
kel under a warrant of commitment issued 
by United States Commissioner Alexander 
of New York, before whom the complaint 
was made by the British consul general at 
New York. That complaint charged Wright 
with having committed fraud in England 
while acting as a director of an English cor- 
poration. An unsuccessful attempt was 
made to secure his discharge by the com-. 
missioner, and later by the court, on the 
ground that the offense charged was not one 

‘‘ made criminal by the laws of both coun- 
tries as required by the. treaty.” 


Chief Justice Delivers Opinion. 


Chief Justice Fuller, in delivering the] 
opinion of the court, said that it is true that 
both by the general principles of interne- 
tional law and our treaty of 1889 with Great 
Britain to secure extradition the offense 
must be -made criminal by the laws of both 
countries. 

The offense in this case, however, 
he held is made criminal by a British statute 
and also by the penal code of the state of 
New York, in which state Wright was ap- 
prehended. The statute in both cases being 
essentially the same, he concluded, there- 


fore, that the United States commissioner ; 


who held Wright for extradition had juris- 
diction. 


On the subject of Wright's claim to be/. 


released on bail, the chief justice said: — 
“The demanding government when it has 
done all that the treaty and Ft law re- 
quired them to de, is entitled to the delivery 
of the accused on the issue of the proper 
warrant, and the other go ment is under 
obligation to make the surrender, an obii- 
gation which it might be impossible to fulfill 


1 if release on bail were permitted. The en- 


forcement of the bond, if forfeited, would 
bardly meet the international demand, and 
the regaining of the custody of the accused 
obviously would be surrounded with serious 
embarrassment. 


Refusal of Bail Justified. 


“ Weare unwilling to hold that the Circuit 
courts possess no power in respect of admit- 
ting to ball other than as specifically vested 
by statute, or that white bail should not or- 
dinarily be granted in cases of foreign extra- 
dition those courts may not in any case and 
whatever the special circumstances extend 
that relief. Nor are we called upon to do s0. 
as we are clearly of opinion on this record 
that no error was committed in refusing to 


-admit to bail and that, although the refusal 


was put on the ground of want of power, the 
= order ought not to be disturbed,”’ 
- Alimony Exempt from Bankruptcy. 
The United States Supreme court, in an 


‘opinion by Justice Peckham, in the case of 
Hiorace B. Dunbar vs. Lottie B. nbar, 


coming from the state of Massachusetts, to- 


day held that a discharge in bankruptcy does 

not operate as a discharge from obligation 

incurred to pay alimony or to meet a con- 

tract in the nature of alimony. 


FRANCHISE TAX IS REVERSED. 


Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph Company 
Wins Suit Against Philadelphia 
in Supreme Court. 


Washington, D. C., June 1.—The case of 
the Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph company, 
practically the Western Union Telegraph 
company, vs. the city of Philadelphia, in- 
volving the taxation of telegraph companies’ 


‘wires and poles by the city government, was 


decided in favor of the telegraph company. 
The lower court’s decision was reversed on 
the ground that the court took from thejury 
the power of saying what would have na 
reasonable tax. Justice Brewer said that 


there was no question as to the right of the | 


municipality to legislate for a tax of this 
character, but that it did not follow from this 
fact that a municipality is not subject to any 
restraint in such charges. In fhis case, he 
said, the city had undertaken by the imposi- 
tion of an unreasonable tax to force the tele- 
graph company to put its wires under ground. |
